Some  of  you  may  have  seen  the  following  description  in  a  recent  ad 
in  Coin  Worlds 


" 1B86-P  Silver  dollar  MS65/65 
A  RARE  DATE  in  RARE  condition* * 

The  ad  caught  my  attention?  I  have  seen  many  coins  described  as  Scarce* 

Rare'  Extremely  Rare'  But  I  believe  this  is  the  first  time  1  have  seen 
an  1886  Dollar  so  described.  In  fact,  upon  reading  it  I  felt  as  if  some 
boundary  had  been  crossed.  If  an  1886  Silver  Dollar  can  be  described  as 
rare,  just  what  does  the  term  mean  anyway? 

Let’s  examine  the  real  rarity  of  the  1886  dollar.  In  the  process 
maybe  we  can  shed  a  bit  of  light  on  what  "rarity"  means.  Before  proceeding 
I  should  point  out  that  there  are  at  least  two  types  of  rarity.  The  first 
may  be  described  as  "absoloute  rarity".  Absolute  rarity  refers  to  the 
total  population  of  an  item.  For  intance  we  presently  know  of  six  examples 
of  the  1B94-S  Barber  Dime.  It  is  a  RARE  coin?  There  just  aren't  many  around 
of  any  sort  1 

A  second  cataqory  of  rarity  is  condition  rarity.  There  are  presently 
less  than  a  half  dozen  examples  of  1803  Sheldon  265  known  in  strict  EF40. 

Thus  S-265  can  be  properly  described  as  RARE  in  Extra  Fine  or  better  even 
though  it  is  only  moderately  scacrce  in  lower  grades. 

Returning  to  the  1886  Silver  Dollar.  We  note  that  it  flunks  both  tests. 

The  total  population  of  1886  dollars  is  probably  in  the  neghborhood  of 
25 7.  of  its  original  mintage  of  19,963,886  approximately  four  and  one  half 
million  coins.  Now  of  course  not  all  of  these  coins  are  mint  state.  Perhaps 
as  few  as  250,000  remain  in  uncirculated  condition.  Of  the  quarter  of  a 
million  mint  state  coins  most  experts  agree  no  more  than  10,000  pieces 
survive  in  NS67  gr ade, per haps  as  few  as  5,000  pieces.  In  any  case,  even  in 
the  highest  condition  a  population  of  5,000  coins  is  hardly  a  rarity. 

What  has  happened  when  coins  like  an  1886  Silver  Dollar  are  described 
as  rare7  In  all  fairness  it  is  possible  that  in  the  experience  of  the 
advertiser  of  the  above  coin,  an  MS65  1886  is  rare?  Me  may  have  owned 
only  one  or  two.  Of  course  a  dealer  who  has  been  active  in  the  market  for 
many  years  will  have  seen  hundreds  of  examples.  But  it  is  possible  a  coin 
may  appear  rare  due  to  current  ava i 1 ab i 1 i t y . 

The  lack  of  availability  of  a  coin  may  cause  it  to  appear  rare.  Even 
in  a  case  where  a  great  many  coins  overhang  the  market.  In  the  case  of  the 
currently  promoted  MS65  Dol 1 ar  market  there  are  literally  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  coins  held  by  speculators  and  investors  ready  to  be  dumped 
into  the  market  when  the  price  reaches  a  high  enough  level.  The  availability 
is  determined  by  greed  not  true  demand. 

On  the  other  hand  many  collector  coins  seem  rare  because  they  are 
essentially  unavai 1  able. An  example  would  be  a  nice  Fine  12  1797  Large  Cent. 

We  know  that  this  is  not  a  rare  coin.  It  is,  in  fact,  decidedly  common.  We 
know  there  are  literally  thousands  of  examples  extant.  However,  so  many  are 
in  permanent  collections  it  has  become  a  difficult  date  to  find  in  nice 
condition.  A  nice  Fine  1797  is  a  very  respectable  coin.  A  coin  other  collectors 
want  to  own.  This  "true  demand"  is  the  basis  for  its  "apparent"  rarity.  As 
the  collector  base  increases  the  availability  of  1797  Large  Cents  in  Fine 
decreases.  Eventually  higher  prices  must  be  paid  to  aquire  the  few  coins 
available.  The  coin  has  not  become  any  rarer  but  it  has  become  more  desirable* 
More  people  would  like  to  own  one.  This  is  what  motivates  the  Copper  market, 

love  of  the  Old  Coppers  and  a  desire  to  have  a  few  around. 

As  for  1886  Dollars, are  they  rare?  Well,  I  can  only  say  they're  rare  in 

our  lists . and  likely  to  remain  so*  However,  if  you  happen  to  run  into 

one  of  those  dirty  old  1797  Large  Cents  I  think  I  know  a  home  for  it.
